Services to Near Eastern Peace 
Are Not Appreciated Here.

PARIS, Oct. 30.—The French Govern- 
ment let it be known today that it be- 


“jHeved a serious misunderstanding had 


arisen in America as to the role which 
France had played in the Near East, 
and especially as, to.the attitude of the 
Government toward: the Christian mi- 
norities; The French policy has been 
interpreted as paying little or no atten- 
tion to the minorities in: question and 
the need for safeguarding the interests 
and lives of Christians under Turkish 
rule. ~ 

This interpretation is regarded in Gov- 
ernment circles as most unjust and un- 
fortumate. The Government’s spokesmen 
say that the-only policy of France dur- 
ing the recent negotiations was to avoid 
war, and all its efforts were bent to- 
ward that end. 

According to information in the pos- 
session of the ual d’Drsay, there was 
no doubt whatever that the Turkish Na- 
tionalist forces and leaders were after 
their victory in Asia Minor’ determined 
to carry on the war till they. had won 
back all the territories they claimed. If 
the powers had decided to oppose them 
it would have required many divisions 
and an enormous expenditure. Further 
the French Government was informed 
that if a Turkish army had landed in 
Thrace it would have been joined by 
the Bulgars.: This would inevitably have 
drawn Jugoslavia into the conflict, while 
the Russians were known to be gather- 
ing all their available troops.on the Bes- 
sarabian and Polish frontiers, ready to 
seize any advantage which a new war in 
Europe might offer. 

In these circumstances, its apolo: 
say, the mch Government de aed 
that the only course by which a ter- 
rible. and costly war could be avoided 
was that of making concessions to the 
legitimate demands of the Turks for 
what they had won back by their arms 
from the Greeks. But neither in fram- 
ing that policy nor In subsequent nego- 
tletfons is it admitted that the French 
Government for a moment lost sight of 
the claims to protection of the Christian 
peoples of the Near East. It is rather 
argued that 7 preventing the spread. of 
the war into Thrace far greater misfor- 
tun were avoided than those which 
ha overtaken these unfortunate 


people,

Miss Margaret 8S. Van Doran, head

Son Knew Nothing of Mother’s Trip. 


Leslie P.. Johnson of 93 Bayard Street, 
New Brunswick, a Superintendent at the 
Internationa] Motor Company plant and 
a former member of the Board of Edu- 
cation, told reporters a story that casts 
doubt on Mrs. Gibson’s statement that 
her son Willie could corroborate her sto 
in part by telling the times she left her 
home on the murder night.

Bibles and. his books, he wrote most of 
his sermons, answered his many com- 
munications, did his reading. During 
the day Mrs. Hall was with him a great 
deal, usually in that study: She, too, 
had her werk to do. She managed the 
entire household with her own. hands, 
as she does today despite the fact that 
she is suffering from the nervous reac- 
tion brought on “by the horrible crime, 
the loss of her husband and. the unwel- 
come and widespread publicity. 

** Often they would read*together, the 
rector sitting in his high-backed, old- 
fashioned black leather chair under a 
reading lamp near a front window, Mrs. 
Hall near at hand with her sewing. Mr. 
Hall was an omnivorous réader, devour- 
ing all kinds of books from his ecclesias- 
tical reference works to modern plays; 
and treatises. .The range of his read- 
ings and his interests was remarkable. 


A Thousand Volumes in Library. 


** Seven bookcases are in his room, 
containing approximately a thousand 


TY | volumes. ‘There are many gets, such as 


sets of Shakespeare, Wordsworth, Bar- 
rie and the Outline of Science. There 
are hundreds of books.on music, such 
as the Life of Beethoven and The Art of 
Music. There are many volumes of 
poetry by the lesser as well as the het- 
ter known poets. Plays range from 
Plato to Brieux. 

“Tt is in this room that Mrs. Hall 
consults with her attorney, Mr. Pfeiffer, 
every day, and here she conducts the 
affairs of her household. Just two days 
ago she got out many of her childhood |, 
toys and permitted Frances to strew 
them all over the floor. 

“In fact, the room today is just like 
it was when Mr. Hall was alive—except 
for a little wicker. basket chocked full 
of letters of agg, ata sent to Mrs. Hall, 
many of from. childhood friends 
from whom om) Mrs. Hall had not heard a 
word for m ears.”* 

According to “oe friend of the Hall 
family above referred to, Mrs. Hall was 
entirely sincere when..she said that she 
was not at the Phillips farm at the time 
of the murder, and that she was willing 
to’ accept Mrs. Gibson’s challenge if 
the prosecution uested it. It is kr known 
that the ng family was at first inclined 
to believe Mrs. Gibson’ s story, but they 
now consider it preposterous bechuse of 
the details which she has added since 
she told her original ato ry. 

The ‘identification ’’ made by Mrs. 
Gibson two weeks ago in the prosecutor’s 
office in New Brunswick was not an 
identification in accordance with New 
York practice, with. the suspect picked 
out of a line of persons of similar age, 
appearance and dress. On the contrary, 
it. was nted out, Mrs. Gibson was 
concealed when Mrs, Hall was confront- 
ed with Mrs. Matthew Sulitz, wife of 
the caretaker on the Phillips farm, as a 
blind for Mrs. Gibson’s observations, and 
somebody. is sald to have announced,

will find the murderer.’’ jThat is so far 
froni being true of this murder case, or 
of any other, that it is a safe assump- 
tion that.a man so experienced in the 
hunting down of criminals as the former 
head of the Criminal. Investigation -De- 
partment of Scotland Yard and of the 
British Intelligence Department during 
the war did not say so exactly. 

Of course every murder has a. motive 
beliind it and itis next to useless to: 
look for the perpetrator among jersons 
of whom it is.certain that they ~ no 
motive for committing it. ‘That, how- 
ever, is not to say that motive and 
murder go: together, for impulses ‘to kill 
can be..and usually are resisted, and 
what moves one person to kill suggests 
wholly other courses—including that of 
doing nothing’ at. all—to others with the 
same cause for anger. 

It is to be rémembered; too, that any 
murder may have been committed for 
any one of several motives, all working 
out in the same way.

SEPTEMBER RAIL REPORTS. 


P, R. R. Shows Increased Income—

in the September railway reports issued

WANTS CHECKS PAID AT PAR. 


National Chamber of Commerce 
‘Holds Practice Should Be Universal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. .30.—Announce- 
ment was made tonight by the Chamber 
of Commercé of the United States’ that 
it regards itself as committed to the 
proposition that remittance of checks 
at par should be a universal banking 
practice in this country. This is the 
result of a referendum vote completed 


of its member organizations. A pre- 
liminary count shows that 1,735% votes 
were cast in favor of the proposal and 
72% votes in the negative. 

The referendum was based.on a report 
by a Special Committee’ delegated to 
make a study of the subject. This com- 
mittee submitted: its opinion that. the 
practice of certain banks in making a 
service charge, usually One-eight to one- 
tenth of 1 per cent., .in remitting in 
payment of checks drawn upon them by 
their depositors should be discontinue 
The Chamber has ascertained that ths 
latest available figures, those for last 
August, showed that 9,919 member 
banks in the: Federal Reserve System 
remit at par and 17,865. non-member 
hanks also remit at par, while the num- 
ber of banks not remitting at par in 
August .was 2,281. 

The committee stated its opinion apa 
if charges were actually made by all 
banks Fommetints to Reserve banks, their | 
aggregate wou 
burden on commerce. 
reached. the conclusion that if only the 
interest of the banks which now. wish 
to make charges was considered, they 
would not profit under a system under 
which all banks made charges for re- 
tittances, the committee contending 
that the cost of collecting checks de- 
posited by their customers would then 
be as great as the amount they would 
receive from remitting «against checks 
drawn by their customers.
